Rising Sun, Ind„ Dec. 11.— Thla "riv- 
er town" of leee than 2,000 people baa 
been intensely excited since Mlae^ Eliz- 
abeth Olllespia waa shot from her par- 
lor window last TusBday evening. The 
excitement incroaspd wlien the granl 
Jury began its InTeetlcaUon Thursday 
morning, an(} since Miaa Qllleapie dle'i 
Tboraday afternoM threatiMklBC ooadi- 
tlons exist here. . 

Offlcors sorurod Biioh Information 
that .TudKe George Downey convened 
the grand jury In special session and 
Circuit Proaecutor Theodore Wulbet 
arrlred Thursday from Dlllsboro to 
assist the prosecution. 
The Gillespie family was one of the 
' most prominent in the county. The 
victim was a lady of high literary and 
musical attainments. Her graadfatber, 
father and brother were eminrat pby- 
sldana. Her father was mayor of Ris- 
ing Sun many years after his service 
aa surgeon In the civil war. Miss Eliz- 
abeth Gillespie was 38 years old and 
lived alone with her mother, Margaret 
Ollleaple, aged 79. 

Across the street from them lived 
the victims' twin brother. James, and 
her sister, Mrs. W. R. Seward, a wid- 
ow. Members of these two households 
were not on speaking terms. After the 
death of the father they Quarreled over 
the estate. Two years ago James left 
hla mother and Elizabeth to live with 
Mrs. Seward. Recently the mother 
deeded her property to Elizabeth 
Since then the relations b«!tween the 
twins became more strenuous than 
ever. 

Two other brothers are Dr. William 
Gillespie^ of Cincinnati, and Robeit 
Gillespie, a fanner, residing near Rls 
Ing Sun. Dr. niilosple arrived here 
from Cincinnati the night his Sister 
was shot and waa constaatly by her 
bedsido until she died. She never i«- 
gained consciousness. Meantime Dr. 
Gillespie does not believe the story 
that is on the lips of everybody in Ris- 
ing Sun. Before going into the grand 
Jury room Prosecutor Davis adviaed 
the brother, Dr. William Otllesple. of 
his information whwi the brother re- 
plied: "On that suspicion you are 
wrong. I will fight to the bitter end 
to prove that it is untrue." 

Of the 40 witnesses subpoenaed, 
James OlUespie, the twin brother of 
the victim, wm the first one called aril 
to his touuninatlon the day was devot 
ed while Intense anxiety existed 
throughout town. Thi- summons call- 
ed for him to pro<luce his l(>-gage shot- 
gun and all the cartridges he had With 
it. He refused to let the olBcera Into 
the house to get the gun and cart- 
ridgea until he consulted John B 
Coles, his attorney. On the advice of 
his attorney the offleers were admit- 
ted and the gun and cartridges were 
taken to the Jury room. Dr. William 
Gillespie accompanied his brother and 
the offlcers to the court house wbl'e 
crowds gathered everywhere along ihe 
route from the residence {o the court 
house. 

Thursday night there were all sorts 
of Btorlea afloat as to what happened 
at the court house during the day and 
aa to the evidence that is expected 
Friday when the offlcers and other* 
who have been investigati.ig the case 
are expected to testify. 

Two gunwads fn^n a 16-guace gun 
art 1ft the possession of Dr.' Bowers 
who «Ktracted them from Miss Gilles- 
pie's head. The gun owned by James 
Gillespie, her brother, ia said to be a 
1C Knage gun. There are two or three 
mills of this guage In this part of the 
(ountry. The gun found behind the 
barn after the shooting was a 16-guage 
gun, and 1» now In the possession of 
Marshal Overly. The gun and gun 
wada wlU be taken into court Friday.

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 11.— The gei^- 
eral council Tnursday night by special 
ordinance disposed of a piece of city 
property to the Loose Tobacco Ware- 
house Co., recently organized In this 
city, for the purpose of establishing 
thereon a tobacco exchange. The prop 
•rty is situated near the Southern de 
.pot, and with the extra privileged 
granted Thursday night this company 
Is expected to make aerioua Inroads 
upon the KenttuSky bosiaeil of the Cln 
cinnati and LoulsvlUe Tobacco Ex- 
changes. 

Under the terms of the transfer. It is 
directed that the company shall pro- 
ced at once to conatruct ita warehouse, 
and It is intended to make this com- 
pany the distributing agent, of the 
greater portion of the tobacco crops in 
this sec^on of the state. The tobacco 
will be sold In loose lots, according to 
grade, which is claimed to be of great- 
er advantage to both buyer and seller 
than under the old system. 

The council refused to paas an ordi- 
nance providing for a sinking fund of 
|S8,000 to enable the mayor to dispose 
of bonds for the purpose of land for a 
public park. Seasongood & Meyer, Cin- 
cinnati brokers, contracted to take the 
bond Issue, and now that firm threatena 
to sue the city for damagea because of 
Ita action Thursday night.

rhe First Appropriation BUI Reported 
to the Heuee. 

Washington, Dec. 11.— Senate— The 
following bills were introduced Tours- 
day: For the purchase of a national 
forest reserve in the White mountains, 
New Hampehlre, to be known aa the 
.Vational White Mountain Forest Re- 
serve. The bill makea an appropria- 
tion of |S,000,000 to enable the secre- 
tary of agriculture to obtain the Ian, Is; 
to provide a government for the Island 
of Tutullla. and adjacent islands. It 
Is identical with a bill introduced in 
the S7th congress; alao a bill to pro- 
vide a government for the Island of 
Guam; to make the provisions of the 
naturalization laws of t:ie United 
States applicable to Porto Rico. 

House — The house adopted a reso- 
lution directing the Judiciary connnit- 
tee to Inquire into the offldal conduct 
of Charles O. Swayne, Judge of the 
United States district court for the 
I (northern district of Florida, and to 
"report whether the action of the 
house is requisite." Mr. Lamar (dam., 
Fia.) offered the reaolution, announc- 
ing that he dealred to Impeach Judge 
Swayne. A lively debate was had be- 
fore the resolution was adopted. A 
number of members on the majority 
side sought to have the resolution re- 
ferred to the Judiciary committee In 
order that a recommendation might 
be had from that committee before vot- 
ing on its adoption. The first of the 
appropriation bills, the pension bill, 
was reported to the house and notice 
was given that it will be called up Fri- 
day for donslderatlon.

They are not yet 
prepared to make a definite statement 
of their intentions regarding the ap- 
propriation and up to this time it Is 
said have confined their work to the 
extent of sounding members of the 
aenate and bouse.

MacArthur, U. S. A., as predicting a 
war in tlie immediate future betneen 
the United States and Germany, and 
that the principal scene of the fighting 
would be in tbe Pacific ooaaa, with the 
Hawallas iahuidB as an objecttve pohit. 

Col. Jonea* report quotes Gen. Mac- 
Arthur as saying that the pan Ger- 
manic doctrine which is lieinu; spread 
throughout the world is being fostered 
and propagated hy the imperial gov- 
ernment in every possible way. It la 
strong and getting stronger wherever 
German people settle, even among 
Es- Germans who have been citizens of 
the United States Inr years 

In connection therewith one fact 
ran not be overlooked, to wit: There 
were few Germans In the American 
army during the war with Spain, eo 
few, indeed, that the pres(MK e of a 
German wa.s iidted a.s bein;; a rare oc- 
currence. 

The theater of operations is chang- 
ing gradually into the Pacific. The 

German people ara multiplyine very 
rapidly and emigrating in liUK(> num- 
bers, the tide (if I'liiinrat idu Iwiii^ di- 
rected by the (Jerman government to- 
ward South America. The manufac- 
tured producta of the German empire 
ove^lanee their consumption, so that 
a market haa to be erected for the 
surplus. The known policy of the em- 
jteror is to ai-(|iiire fdjonics which wMl 
provide markets for such overproduc- 
tion and places to which the tide of 
emigration atuM be directed for 
atreagthenlng the fhthertand. 

Throughout all Smtli Awerlcnn 
countries the Germans are advancing 
In commercial power and jirestige. 
The conclusion seems inevitable that 
the interesU of Oernuwy lA Soath Am- 
erica where to-day large colonies num- 
bering hundreds of thousands presage 
another testing and straininK of tlie 
Monroe doctrine and in all probability 
a contest of arms between that power 
and the United Statea in the near fu- 
ture, in which event no one cim now 
forecast the attitude of Ensriand and 
other European powers. Therefore. It 
Is the duty of the federal government 
to make Itself as strong as possible, 
so as to be able to care for Itself in 
any emergency. No nation or number 
of nations will be In a poatt!on to make 
an attack on the Pa< lfic coast without 
first capturlnar these islands.
